ASKS CURB 
ON CROWDS 
AT FIRES. 


Chief Scott Says People 
and Motor Cars Hinder 
Fighters at W ork. 


Curb your curiosity and help 
save the city of Los Angeles $200,- 
000 annually, Fire Chief Scott told 
officers of the safety and fire pre- 
vention department of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce yesterday. The 
delay caused by motorists and pe- 
destrians crowding in front of the 
department's engines and trucks 
while going to fires, has cost the 
city dearly, he declared. 

Chief Scott sums up the eitua- 
tion and remedies for it tn the fol- 
lowing statement e eve- 
ning: 

“When a fire oceurs nearly all 
persons in the vicinity, and others 
attracted by the smoke, immediate- 
ly drive up as close to the soene 
as they feel that they safely can, 
and in a great many inetances 
leave their machines unattended 
and walk still closer. 


FIREMEN SHUT OUT. 


“When the fire apparatus ar- 
rives the firemen, in a great many 
cases, find it absolutely impossible 
to get within a block of the fire 
on account of the streets being 
jammed with machines. Even 
when they are able to get through 
the more or less worm-like pas- 
sages between machines they are 
‘still seriously handicapped. Not 
infrequently they have to push un- 
attended cars out of the way in 


order to get their apparatus in 
proper location.

McKENNA ON INFLATION, 


Tefiation and deflation with 
thefr economic effects were among 


Reginald McKenna, chairman of 
the London Joint City Midland 
Bank, largest private 


financial inetitution, before the an- 
nual stockholders meeting  re- 
centry. 


“The evil of inflation ts that ft 
raises prices; the evil of deflation 
is that causes unemployment,” 
said Mr. McKenna. “High prices 
in any country are marked by a 
low rate in foreign exchange, and 
the currencies are most deprectated 
where tnflation has been most 
rampant. On the other hand, the 
highest percentage of unemploy- 
ment is found in the two countries 
in which a policy of deflation was 
recently pursue4. 

“There is a higher 
unemployment tn the United King- 
dom and the United States than 
anywhere else, although these two 
countries have the greatest wealth 
and the largest volume of foreign 
trade. The world offers at the 
present time the clearest examples 
of the evile of both inflation and 
deflation. 

“In Russia we see the complete 
industrial and commercial collapse 
in which the inflationary process 
finally ends; while in this coun- 
try part at least of the trade de- 
pression and unemployment, and 
much of the budgetary difficulty 
which we see ahead of us, are at- 
tributable to the policy of de- 
flation.” 

Dun's Review says that while 
general conditions leave much to 
be desired, further recovery of iron 
and stee] production, evidence of a 
resumption of construction activi- 
ties and some lessening of unem- 
ployment of labor are encouraging 
features of the week's business 
situation.

The time ts at hand when car 
owners will begin to give their 


care a thorough overhauling in 
preparation for summer use. The 
attention required for tires tn this 
spring renovation is very limited 
and simple. 

One of the fret and most im- 
portant points, says « bulletin of 
the United States Tire Company, is 
to get the front wheels into proper 
alignment. Bad alignment is one 
of the principal causes of tire in- 
jury. The first symptom mis- 
alignment is rapid wearin cen- 
ter of the tread. Examination of 
the alignm-nt sheuld include an 
investigation to see that there are| 
no loose bearings, for a loose bear- 
ing means a wobbly wheel.

Tubes should receive especial at- 
tention, for once they have been 
placed inside the casings they are |: 
forgotten. Test the tubes for slow 
leaks. Put new plungers in the 
vaives even if the old ones appear 
satisfactory. The rubber washers 
in the plungers become stiff and 
hard after a time, and it is good 
palicy to change them at least once 
a year.

In addition to these, there is 
a crested breed with a topknot resembling 
that of the Polish breed of chickens and 
there is also a species native of Hondu- 
ras, pretty well distributed over Central 
America; but these possess no economic 
advantages over the American breeds. 
Since the Bronze is the largest and most 
widely distributed, with its place thorough- 
ly established in the trade, it would seem 
a waste of time and energy to give the 
other varieties first consideration along 
commercial lines. 

A word, however, regarding them is not 
without interest In New England, and 
particularly in Rhode Island and Connecti-

Meat Inspection. 

HE city of Los Angeles by ordinance 

provides for rigid inspection of meats 
offered for sale within the boundaries of 
the municipality. A few other cities in 
Seuthern California have ordinances pat- 
terned after the Los Angeles meat inspec c- 
tien law, but these smaller cities have 
not the facilities for adequate enforcement 
of meat inspection. Many other cities and 
commaunttiecs not incorporated, are without 
the protection of meat inspection laws, ex- 
cert that afforded by the meager and 
totally inadequate protection given by the 
socalled State meat inspection law, which 
officials of the several counties are sup 
posed to, but do not effectively enforce. 
The intiabitants of the territory outside 
ot Los Angeles are more or less at the 
merey of unscrupulous butchers, who, “get- 
ting by” the State meat inspection law, 
which it is impossible to enforce because 
of a lack of funds devoted to the purpose, 
foist iaferior meat upon the public, this 
meat being handled at small shops scat- 
tered here and there throughout Southern 
California. It is imperative that all incor- 
porated cities, disregarding the inadequate 
State law, pass ordinances providing for 
rigid meat inspection.

HE progressive farmers of today re- 

alize that now as never before in the 

history of American agriculture, farm- 
ing constitutes as much of a business as 
does the occupation followed by men in 
any other branch of industry. They realize 
as well that, to a greater extent than ever 
existed before, the business of farming is 
not confined to the boundaries of the prop- 
erty upon which the farming operations of 
the individual are carried on. While it is 
the primary function of the individual farm- 
er to grow crops, and produce live stock or 
live stock products, if he is to gain the 
greatest returns from his year’s business, 
he must devote considerable time to the 
proper handling of his products after they 
are produced, and to studying merchandis- 
ing methods.

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DORMANT’ TOPWORKING PRACTICAL 
WAY OF REMAKING DRONE TREES. 


_ BYR. Ww. 


LTHOUGH an” ancient practice and 
A picturéd in considerable detail in the 
oldest treatises concerning horticul- 
ture, the topworking of fruit trees pos- 
sesses an aspect of mystery to the average 
person not acquainted with the many uses 
which the up-to-date orchardist finds for 
it. Im reality, however, the changing of 
one variety to another made possible 
through the various methods of topworking, 
has little of the mysterious in K. It is 
most fortunate for the fruit grower that 
this is true, as much valuable time and ef- 
fort would otherwise necessarily be lost 
where mistakes in choosing varieties had 
been made at the time of planting. 
Special emphasis to topworking 
been given during recent years in connec- 
tion with studies made on individual tree 
variation. These studies have shown that 
not only in seedling orchards of walnuts 
and standard deciduous varieties, but also 
in the majority of the plantings of nursery 
propagated trees, the variation in individual 
tree yield is surprigingly large, from 10 ot 
40 per cent of the trees sometimes failing 
to bear satisfactorily crops although 
in all other respects perfectly normal and 
healthy. The mere changing over of these 
trees to more productive strains by the 
practice of topworking has frequently re- 
sulted in the difference between profit and 
loss. 


In all new fruit districts the period of 
“pioneering necessarily involves the plant- 


ing of varieties which as time goes 
prove more or less successful. Those 
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which timé indicates are poorly suited to 
the prevailing climatic and soil conditions 
must prove a loss unless converted over to 
the varieties which have proven success- 
ful. Fortunately, topworking makes this a 
thoroughly feasible practice in many in- 
stances. Then, too, in the fruit industry, 
as in all other activities, fashions reign. 
Certain varieties are in favor for a period 
only to be followed by others which find a 
more popular demand. Here again the im- 
portance of tepworking is manifest as a 
means of converting over varieties which 
have lost In favor to those which have 
come into greater prominence. Studies of 
the past tem or fifteen years conducted by 
the various experiment stations have in 
many cases sttown the inadvisability of 
planting solid blocks of certain varieties 
such as cherries, plums, almonds, pears and 
others, it having been shown that many of 
these varieties are self-sterile and fail to 
set maximum crops when planted to them- 
selves. The means of increasing the crops 
has been found to be topworking a por- 
tion of the trees to other varieties which 
furnish cfoss-pollination. For these and 
Other important reasons, the practice of 
topworking is one of the greatest impor- 
tance to fruit growers. 
Topworking may be done at almost any 
season of the year, depending upon the 
method used and the local conditions. The 
essential principle, however, 
working and propagation by budding or 
grafting is to create close contact between

DO SOME FIGURING. 


The fact that many farmers are operating 
with an investment in inflated land, live 
stock and equipment values, will impose 
an uncontrollable burden on the production 
of farm products this year. The lesson to 
be learned from the above situation is that, 
before an investment is made in additional 
land, live stock or equipment, much thought 
and figuring should be dong 

After estimating the probable returns, 
the additional labor requirement, the depre- 
ciation, the insurance, the taxes and the 
necessary operating expenses for a period 
of five or ten years, the interest which 
must be returned on the investment should 
be determined. If there is no reasonable 
assurance of getting a fair return for the 
money invested, it no doubt would be bet- 
make the purchase in contempls 


| 


Putting money into an investment in land, 
with the expectation that at some future 
time some one will purchase the same at an 
increase in price that will net a good prof- 
it and at the same time disregard the 
probable net income from the land is sim- 
ply a speculative real estate proposition. 


The relationship of the amount of operat- 
ing capital to the net farm returns is very 
often disregarded. This alone causes many 
farm failures. Money is required to make 
money in the farming business. as well as 
in other types of business. The “Dollar 
Down. and Dollar a Month” type of farm 
invesement seldom breeds anything but 
heartaches, discontent and disgust. The 
farmer who has to buy frequently and in 
smali quantities is always operating at a 
disadvantage. Operating on the “shoe- 
string” basis makes the farmer a ready prey 
to the speculator. The Federal Farm Loan 
Act will give relief to many farmers this 
year. 

ECONOMXCAL PROBLEMS, 


Collectively, farmers are confronted with. 
the following economic problems: (1) What 
is the cost of production of the farm prod- 
ucts he intends to produce? (2) What is a 
fair price for these farm products, based 
on the cost of production? (3) What is the 
most satisfactory system of marketing? 
(4) w shall he control the distribution of 
farm products to avoid glutting the market? 
(S) What is the best means of keeping the 
consuming public enlightened as to the cost 
of production of farm products?. 


The farmer is the only business man that 
has not set a price based on the cost of 
production, on his produce. The cost of 
production of farm products naturally 
varies materially: however, there is some 
cost point at which the mass of crops are 
produced. This point may be used as a 
basis in determining what the farmer should 
get for his product. The following factors 
are included in determining the cost of pro- 
duction: (1) Labor (including the farmers;) 
(2) all other operating expenses; (°) taxes; 
(4) ‘imsurance;: (5) depreciation, and (6) 
interest on the investment at 6 per cent. 

Not all farmers are entitled to a profit 
each year, but, over a period of years, the 
progressive farm business man should get 
a profit commensurate with the profit 
secured by business men “In other types of 
industries. It is impossible to know what 
a fair price for farm products is, unless 
the cost of production is known. 

THE MARKET QUESTION.

California, Cotlege of Agriculture, show that 
Southern California Molstetus captured al 
moet all the fret-prite awards, and that 
a Los Aggeles County cow captured the 
sweepetakes award for all breeds for milk 
production. 

The competition started in September, 
1920, and closed January 31, this year. 
Hundreds of pure-bred and grade Holsteins, 
Jersey Ayrehires, Dairy Shorthorns and 
cows of unkpown breeding took part in the 
contest. 

Princess Madia Veeman, a world’s record 
cow in the herd of Earl Graham, Compton. 
won the silver trophy offered for highest 
milk production, irrespective of breed. She 
produced 26,119 pounds of milk and 798.15 
pounds of butterfat during the teét. 

For the highest production of butterfat 
by ten cows in a Holstein herd during ten 
consecutive months, Fred Hartsook, Lank- 
ershim, took first prize, with 634.89 pounds 
of butterfat, and Burr Farm, Los Angeles, 
was second, with 599.88 pounds. A cow in 
the herd, Bessie Snowball De K., 
was ‘first among Holsteins in highest pro- 
duction of butterfat during ten months, 
with 839 pounds, and another Hartsook 
Holstein was second, with 799 pounds.

A convenient method 
of making certain this is the case is to tilt 
the scions slightly so as to insure the can 
bium layers crossing. Where the bark of 
the stock is thick, the scion will naturally 
be set some distance back TH order to se- 
eure such contact. Where the stubs are 
large, in order to prevent crushing of the 
scions as well as to facilitate their inser- 
tion the splits are held open by a wedge, 
which may or may not be left, depending 
upon the character of the scion used. The 
work must be done carefully and the tools 
employed must be sharp in order to secure 
clean cuts and good contacts. The nsual 
procedure after inserting scions is to wrap 
the top of the stubs tightly with strong 
cord, followed by covering over all cut sur- 
faces with grafting wax, which is usually 
made of beeswax and rosin in proportions 
such as*to secure an elastic but not too 
soft a mixture. In selecting the branches 
for grafting, care should be taken not to 
select too many, usually three to five be- 
ing sufficient even for a large tree. 


Much of the success in topworking de- 
pends upon the care given the scions fol- 
lowing their actual insertion. With certain 
varieties such as the walnut, where the 
scions w very vigorously, it is necessary 
to support them for the first season or two 
in order to prevent them from being blown 
out by the wind or breaking out from their 
own weight. After the second season the 
union is usually sufficiently strong to carry 
the scions through successfully. Where the 
stock is pot much larger in diameter than 
the scion, which may be the case where 
the trees have been cut off the previous 
season and allowed to throw out new 
shoots and is also the case with nursery 
stock, the usual method of grafting is the 
whip and tongue method.

_Alfaifa’ tea, made by pouring boiling 
water on hay and allowing it to steep for 
a few hours, or by stirring alfalfa meal 
into cool water and straining the mixture 
after several hours, has been highly recom- 
mended from time to time for feeding 
young animals, but the evidence reviewed 
by the United States Department of Agri- 
culture does not show any great advantage 
to be gained through the use of this liquor. 
Some experiment stations have found that 
pigs made better gains when corn meal 


and middlings were mixed with alfalfa tea | 


rather than water, but the additional gains 
were hardly é@nough to pay for the in- 
creased expense. Calves fed alfalfa tea 


made poor gains and suffered much form 
scours. 


Dormant T opworking.

the growing layers of the varieties worked 
with to the end that union may result. The 
limitations of topworking are quite decid- 
ed, however, there being many varieties 
which do not unite satisfactorily or fail ab- 
solutely. As a general rule, varieties with- 
in a given species may be work one on 
the other. although there arf certain ex- 
ceptions, such as is the case! with the ap- 
ricot and almond and the apple and pear. 


Methods of top-grarting are classified ac- 
cording to season and to amount of tissue 
involved. Grafting consists of the inser- 
tion of scions, which are twigs or shoots 
containing several buds. Budding as dit- 
ferentiated from grafting consists of the in- 
sertion of single buds. The latter opera- 
tion is possible only when the sap is ac- 
tively flowing, as in order to secure the 
proper contact and to prevent drying out. 
a considerable cambium surface must be 
exposed and this is possible only when the 
bark can be separuted easily from the 
wood. Budding is therefore confined to 
the period elapsing between active flow of 
sap in the spring and cessation of sap flow 
in the fall. 


Grafting, on the other hand, may be done 
at practically any season of the year. The 
oldest and most popular method of graft- 
ing-is accomplished during the dormant 
season. For best results, however, it has 
been found that this operation may be best 
performed close to the end of the dormant 
period, so that the months of January. 
February and March constitute the usual 
period when dormant grafting is done. 

The oldest and most used method of dor- 
mant grafting is that known as the cleft 
graft. In this the branches to be grafted 
are cut off at right angles to the direction 
of growth. The stubs aré“then split with 
a heavy knife, the split extending only part 
way through the stubs, or where the stubs

Many growers make HW a practice to pull 
the scion tightly agzinst the wood by the 
| use of a small nail. In this m it is

union has been established the scion be 
held in place by some support in order to 
prevent its breaking out.

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ACTERUS INSPECTION 
AT MEETING. 


REDLANDS.—Citrus fruit growers and 
packers of the Redlands and Riverside dis- 
tricts at a meeting recently held here, fa- 
vored a conference, to be held at the close 
Of the navel orange shipping season, with 
the citrus interests of the State, such con- 
ference to be held under the auspices of 
the Citrus Protective League, with a view 
of working out a revision of the California 
laws as affecting the shipment of citrus 
fruits following a cold snap- This confer- 
ence will probably be held in June. 

The conference here at which such a de 
Cision was reached was presided over by 
G. H. Hecke, State Director of Agriculture. 
Several of his assistants, county horticul- 
tural commissioners, California Fruit 
Growers’ Exchange representatives, mem- 
bers of the Mutual Orange Distributors, in- 
gdependent packers and growers were pres- 
ent 

Mr. Hecke said that he had been im- 
pelled ‘to hold the meetings because of 
many communications sent him indicating 
that a condition exists which should be 
remedied before another packing season. 
He stated that he realizes the seriousness 
of the condition, and hopes to correct it 
for the future by meeting the packers and 
growers face to face, first in district meet- 
ings, apd then in a general conference. He 
asked for opinions from the packers and 
growers. 

Cc. M. Brown said that if possible some 
law of inspection that would be jug@ and 
final should be adopted. He told of a car 
of oranges he shipped at $5.50 per box. It 
was held at Kansas City and inspected, 
and then held again at Chicago and in- 
epected. It was finally passed, but the 
double inspection had injured the reputa- 
tion of the car so that he had to take $4 a 
box for it. 

E. M. Lyon contended vigorously against 
any State inspection. He said packers can-

FERTILIZER PROJECTS 
FOR CITRUS GROVES. 


Definite information on the use and effect 
of fertilizers in citrus groves is wanted by | 
the Agricultural Extension Service, and the | 
service in Los Angeles county has outlined 
a project, for experiments covering this 
subject. The farm adviser is asking grow- 
ers who wish to cooperate in these exper- | 
iments to get in touch wit) him. 


Several ten-acre groves will be selected 


for the experiments, which are to extend where more than 25,000 acres of land was | formed 


over a period of three years. Certain of | 
the materials will be furnished free by 
manufacturers, but others will have to be 
purchased. The materials to be tested are, 
calcium carbonate, 100 pounds per tree: 
gypsum, 20 pounds per tree: kainite, 32 
pounds per tree; potassium sulphate and 
potassium chloride, each 8 pounds per tree; 
sulphur, ammonium sulphate, and super-

is a Mpatch from Redding, Cal.: 
“Three hundred Redding residents 
were reported today to be suffering from 
influenza, and drug stores are dispensing 
whisky from an,emergency supply of seven 
barrels received by express from Sacramen- 
to today. 

“The disease is declared by physicians to 
be light in form. Nearly one-third of the 
students of the Redding High School have 
been taken ill, and at Millville, a small city 
near here, fifty of the inhabitants have been 
stricken. The postmaster at Miliville and 
his entire family are influenza suffererers 
and there is no mail service there as a re- 
sult.

LTHOUGH the limelight of the vari 
ous meetings of the Peace Confer 
ence has revealed the existence of 
many small countries claiming the 
right to national existence, though previous- 
ly unknown by mame to the great majority 
of us, the Kingdom of Mourne can claim re- 
pown as one which has not asked for recog- 
nition or, at any rate, the form of recogni- 
tion which usually takes the shape of a de 
mand for a substantial loan from America 
to set up a puppet King or President. 
In point of antiquity this little Kingdom 
of Mourne can hold its own with the rest 
and the best of them. There were Kings of 
Mourne clad in “bawneeps” and holding 
court. in the far-away days when their im- 
mediate neighbors across the waters of 
Moyle were running through their forests 
blue with woad and with cold, At least so 
tradition says and tradition is still para 
mount in Mourne. For while the last of the 
race of the Kings of Mourne is dead and 
gone these many years the old traditions of 
hospitality to the stranger are as alive now 
as when the mistletoe garlanded the 
Druidic altars, when gold bracelets hung on 
the hedges for months and women walked 
the length and breadth of the land without 
fear of insult or molestation. 
“Kindly Mourne,” as it is known through- 
out freland, is the last of the many old 
_Kingdoms to carry its title In daily use 
among its inhabitants up to the present 
day. Many Kings there were in the old 
days of Ireland but the necessity of combin- 
ing against their pany enemies, 
Normans, English and other raiders, 
“abolished their office and obliterated their 
frontiers. 


Though no Royal Court Holds 
Sway the Kingdom Exisis. 


HE Kingdom of Mourne, however, by 
force of certain circumstances fs looked 
on by its inhabitants as still being in exist- 
ence, not perhaps so far as material things 
go, such as a Royal Court, with all that be 
longs thereto, but in respect to carrying 
down faithfully the ancient high standard 
of hospitality, cheerfulness and good ts 
ture, with the proper reverence due to the 
gods of the woodland, such as the “Shee” 
(Fairtes.) the “Leprechaun” (Puck) and 
many others whose origins go back to the 
days where the mists of tradition obscure 
the view. While the clergy of today frown 
on the performance of pagan acts and 
charms, the Mourne man is not taking a 
chance, as it might not be lucky to ignore 
the good folk of the fairy realm. When 
resting by the wayside the friendly farmer 
will stop his horses at the end of the fur- 
row and tell you the reason there is a ring 
of thorn bushes taking up valuable space 
in his field is that if he cut them down the 
“wee people” would resent it and take re- 
venge on him by making his cows stop giv- 
ing butter or even causing accidents to hap- 
pen and, sometimes, by “charming” a body 
so that he wasted away and died. The Le 
prechaun is not malicious but rather a good- 
natured fellow. Sometimes the good woman 
of the house will awaken in the morning 
té find her butter churned during the night, 
or perhaps her shoes mended, or some such 
piece of household work performed, Then 
you are lucky because you have a Lepre- 
chaun who favors you. And you may be 
even luckier. Suppose you see him and can 
steal up quietly behind him and catch him 
by the beard—you can demand from him 
his crock of gold hidden deep in the ground 
beneath a fairy thorn. But you must not 
take your eye off him for an instant or he 
will vanish out of your hand. He will try 
many tricks and tell many pitiful stories so 
that your attention may be diverted, but if 
you are hard-hearted to his appeals then his 
treasure becomes yours. In Mourne several 
people got = crock: of gold in this way, you 
are told. 

The seclusion of Mourne from the outside 

world has helped in the continuance of 
these beliefs and traits. Situated at the 
extreme southeasterly point of Ulster, with 
the stormy waters of Meyle on two sides 
_amd the hundred granite peaks of the 
Mourne Mountains towerjag in semicircular 
rows between it and the Province of Ulster

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AN there be greater enjoyment than 
reading signboards along a new trail? 
From the heights above a camyon you look 
down upon two trails branching out below. 
Whither does each lead, and what scenic 
features and camps lie along the way? 
You may have an idea gained, perhaps, 
from a study of your map. As the trail 
dips downward you hazard a guess and 
decide to check up results upon reaching 
the signboard at the parting of the ways. 
Whether your surmises are right or wrong, 
you will agree with me that there is great 
pleasure in speculating upon the probable 
course and destination of the trails you 
pass. 
Of signboards there are many kinds. 
The government guidepost bearing the 


*\istencil of the Forest Service and giving the 
“Show me | 


distance to several points rorndabout in 
neatly printed letters is_a familiar object 
on the traflse most frequently used. They 
are the easiest of all signs to read, but the 
information offered is at times somewhat 
ae the distance being reckoned 
by al? lime, cut offs, or short cuts. The 
broad, smooth path indicated by the arrow 
may be twice the length of the number of 
miles given. Once I read a government 
sign informing me that a miner's camp 
was located six miles away. The trail | 
followed up slopes, along ridges, and down 
into canyons for many long hours. Final- 
ly reaching my destination | asked the 
miner about the distance and he replied 
that it was measured by a little-frequented 
cut off that -I had failed to see. I must 
have walked eight or nine miles at least. 

Occasionally a government signboard is 
not easy to interpret. One of this kind |! 
bave in mind. While tramping along a 
trail upon a conifer clad summit of the 
Sequoia National Forest | came upon an- 


lother trail branching ovt almost at right 


Now, which of these would take 
me to the place I was trying to reach’ 
Looking around for a suggestion | saw the 
familiar sign of the Forest Service giving 
the number of miles and the destination 
of the Wifferent ways, indicating each 
point of an arrow. But the board, instead 
of being nailed in place, stood , against a 
tree wita most of the arrows pointing 
earthward; hence such information was 
utterly useless. 

Then there are the signs of the many 
camps and resorts stating that food and 
lodgings may be obtained and enumera- 
ting the distance to be covered. These 
placards mever exaggerate mileage; some 
are woefully misleading. You may desire 
to reach a certain camp by evening and,

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pencil upon it. Far up on the high tralls 
notched in hot granite cliffs |] have drained 
the contents of my canteen and then 
plodded along in the blistering heat look- 
ing for the least indication of a stream. 
In the most forlorn places often I have 
seen the rough bit of board with the magic 
word “water” inartistically printed upon 
it. The creator of these signs is a most 
valuable asset to the human race. 

On the trails there are actual forked 
road sitvations to meet and solve. The 
path divides and you wonder which branch 
to take in order to reach a certain point. 
After a diligent search the signboard is 
found in a clump of bushes indicating just 
where each fork leads, but‘since it has 
fallen from its original position the infor 
mation given is. most confusing: One way 
leads to a certain camp, the other to a 
distant summit. It is the former route 
that is desired, but which way will you go 
to reach it? That is the question. Think- 
ing, our learned professors inform us, is a 
form of mental activity that arises only in 
problematic situations. Therefore here is 
an excellent opportunity to develop the 
thinking art if you desire to reach your 
destination without mishap or délay. 

In a few cases .of forked road situations 
I have summoned to my aid all the know!l- 
edge of woodcraft and wilderness lore I 
possess, thinking and planning diligently 
in deciding which fork to take, only to 
find that the two branches unite a mile or 
away.

and mountain solitudes the less need Gnd 
bas for signboard assistance. On a silight- 
ly vsed trail the trained eye watches for 
signs that point the way—a little pile of 
rocks, a notch cut in a tree, or bark rubbed 
of a branch in steppigg over it. As one 
‘Yecomes more versed in wilderness ways 
the more one relies upon nature's signs. 
These are —— providing we have 
the eyes to see them. Once in unfamiliar 
territory I located water all day long by 
the call of robins. Withovt fail every time 
I heard this melodious songeter I found 
water nearby. Also, certain kinds of trees 
—aldérs, willows and cottonwoods—indi- 
cate water; northern slopes have a far 
greater amount of vegetation than south- 
ern exposures; and at different elevations 
are found different species of conifers. In 
addition there ig that faculty acquired by 
persistent effort of always knowing the 
lay of the land by the varied aspects of 
the surrounding landscape and by the po 
sition of sun and stars.
